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British Fans Will Love Bears, Cowboys 


If my recent experience in England is any indication, 
British football fans are going to go crazy when the Bears 
battle the Cowboys at Wembley Stadium next Sunday at 
noon Chicago time. 

Interest in American football has skyrocketed in England 
during the past year. Nearly seven million Britons watched 
the Super Bowl last January, and the game didn’t begin 
until 11 p.m. London time. 

IN LATE MAY, | accompanied 65 all-stars from the 
Illinois-based Metropolitan Football League on a one-week 
journey to the United Kingdom. The MFL all-stars played 
two games against British “American” football teams, and 
also put on some clinics. The response to the all-stars ap- 
pearances was tremendous. 

There are currently two different leagues of American- 
style football teams playing in England today. While all 
of the teams in these leagues still have a long way to go 
as far as the fundamentals of the game are concerned, 
enthusiasm is not lacking. The MFL all-stars destroyed 
both teams they played, but the British players were still 
shouting and jumping up and down after each game. 

One of the big problems players on these British teams 
have is they didn’t grow up with the game. They never 
played it in high school or in college. These leagues just 
started a couple of years ago and basically the players 
are just trying to imitate what they have seen NFL play- 
ers do.

across the field and asked me if | could get him two good 
tickets for the Bears-Cowboys game. ! thought | was back 
in Chicago. Another time, a little girl no older than eight 
started asking me ‘Do you know Payton? Do you know 
McMahon? Do you know Singletary?’ She knew every 
player on the team. 

Besides the booming interest in American football, what 
makes next Sunday’s game even better is it features two 
of the best teams in the NEL. It’s the defending champs 
against a perennial Super Bow! contender. 

Even though it’s just the pre-season opener, I’m sure 
both of these teams are going to put their best efforts for- 
ward because of the impact of this game. Starters on both 
sides will probably play for at least a quarter. The Bears 
are going to want to prove they are still the champs, while 
the Cowboys are going to be trying to erase memories of 
the 44-0 disaster at Texas Stadium last year. 

All indications are the Bears aren’t resting on their 
laurels. The intensity has been strong during the first two 
weeks of workouts at Platteville. Last Saturday’s in- 
trasquad scrimmage showed there are a lot of players who 
want to crack the lineup this year. Second-round draft 
choice Vestee Jackson looked sharp as he picked off an 
errant pass. Running back Thomas Sanders also played 
impressively. 

Even though the Bears are the delending Champs, there 
are still going to be some roster changes this year due 
to the intense competition. All of these players are going 
to be displaying their best beginning Sunday at London. 
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Dent Signs New Pact; Hampton Sidelined

PLATTEVILLE, WI — After over a year of heated words 
and hurt feelings, DE Richard Dent has signed a new con- 
tract with the Bears, Last weekend, he agreed to a four- 
year contract, worth $2.7 million. 

‘| feel like anew man,” Dent said. ‘I think | should play 
better now that something like that isn’t bothering me. That 
made more pressure.”’ 

IF DENT PLAYS any better this year than he has dur- 
ing the last tWo seasons, they may have to reserve a wing 
for him at the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, OH. 
He has led the NEC in sacks the past two seasons, and 
was the MVP of the Super Bowl last January. 

Also signing new contracts recently were veterans Al 
Harris, Tim Wrightman, Gary Fencik and Matt Suhey, and 
all of the club’s 1986 draft choices except first-round pick 
Neal Anderson. Very few first-round picks have signed in 
the league thus far, so it is no surprise Anderson still hasn’t 
come to an agreement with the Bears. General manager 
Jerry Vainisi hopes to resume talks with Anderson’s agent, 
Steve Rappenecker, when Rappenecker returns from a 
vacation later this week. 

Vainisi is also trying to sign veteran defensive back Todd 
Bell. The former all Pro missed the entire 1985 season 
due to acontract dispute. Two weeks ago, Vainisi thought 
he was making progress when he met with Bell and his 
father. But the situation took a turn for the worse when 
the Bells decided to turn the matter over to Bell's long- 
time agent, Howard Slusher. Apparently, Slusher reject- 
ed the Bears” latest offer.

LIKE MOST TRAINING camps, the Bears have had their 
share of injured players during the first two weeks of work- 
outs at Platteville. 

Topping the list of the wounded is defensive end Dan 
Hampton. He is expected to be out of action for two to 
four weeks due to a fractured vertebra just below his neck. 
Hampton returned to Lake Forest Hospital last week where 
he received a spinal cortisone injection. 

“Ill really have to fight for the next four weeks,” said 
Hampton after he returns to training camp. ‘‘Anytime you 
have something like this it worries you a little. | was afraid 
it was a slipped disc.’”” Rumors circulating around Plat- 
teville had Hampton’s injury as a broken neck. 

ANOTHER PLAYER WITH a ‘'scary”’ injury is free agent 
running back Calvin Murray. The former Ohio State star 
lost the feeling in both legs after receiving heavy contact 
during a full-speed goal line drill last week. The feeling 
in his right leg returned immediately, and he eventually 
regained the feeling in his left leg. 

“His reflexes are good. Every once in awhile he gets 
a sensation in his leg, but they go away. He’s doing much 
better,’’ said trainer Fred Caito. - 

Like Hampton, Murray was transferred to Lake Forest 
Hospital where he is under the care of Dr. Ron Pawl, a 
neurologist. 

CAITO SAID PAWL speculates Murray may have sus- 
tained a spinal cord concussion. 

Reserve guard Stefen Humphries, a three-year veteran, 
sustained a broken toe. He will be out for at least four 
weeks. Quarterback Jim McMahon has also missed some

practice time due to a strained hip muscle. He is expect- 
ed to start vs. the Cowboys. 

Rookie tackle Paul Blair, the club’s fourth-round draft 
choice out of Oklahoma St., underwent arthroscopic knee 
surgery last week to repair cartilage damage sustained 
during the first week of camp. He will be out for at least 
four more weeks. 

“WE WILL MISS him,”’ said head coach Mike Ditka.

Camp Is Anything But Dull 


PLATTEVILLE, WI — Going to London couldn’t be any 
more exciting than going to Platteville. Getting there was 
half the fun. Who would come in next? And when? And 
how? 

Dennis Gentry drove Walter Payton’s motor home. 
Walter Payton landed by helicopter. Mike Richardson flew 
to O'Hare thinking he was a day early and found out Thurs- 
day wasn’t Tuesday, so he arrived by car at 5:30 a.m. Al 
Harris drove Mike Singletary’s jeep. 

“HE DOESN’T KNOW it yet,” said Harris. 

Matt Suhey drove Dennis Gentry’s car. 


Pierson 


They all drove Mike Ditka slightly mad, as in angry. 

GARY FENCIK WAS considering arriving by bicycle. 

“Maybe Richard Dent will drop out of the sky,” said 
general manager Jerry Vainisi. 

Or maybe Todd Bell would emerge from underground. 

DITKA RAVED ABOUT the 80 who arrived on time and 
ranted about the few who didn’t. The players pointed out 
that only a few of them were required to report before July 
19. 

“They say Mike Richardson was late. Really, he was 
early,” said one player. 

Nevertheless, Ditka demoted Richardson and Suhey 
from starting jobs. Someone called the Players Associa- 
tion to file a grievance against Ditka’s strongarm tactics, 


calling them illegal under the collective bargaining 
agreement. 

“VM FLATTERED,”’ snapped Ditka. “They will never 
run the NFL and they will never run the Bears. They have 
enough problems running their own organization.” 

The Bears do not go placidly amid the haste. 


A step back from the turmoil surrounding the few late 


arrivals, however, reveals a solid picture. 

‘| SYMPATHIZE WITH the ones who are here,”’ said 
Ditka. 

Deep down, he also had to be impressed despite his 
pronouncement that his ‘‘feelings were hurt’ by the few 
stragglers. 

Ditka had made a deal with the players during the May 
mini-camp that if they came to Platteville earlier than re- 
quired, the practices in London would be curtailed. 

IT WAS THE kind of deal that players couldn’t refuse, 
of course. They felt like “volunteers” in the Army. But the 
vast majority of them came and the vast majority didn’t 
complain. 

“We need the work,” said Singletary. 

“| think it’s a phenomenal turnout,’ said Dan Hamp- 
ton. “It shows great maturity and leadership among the 
older players, because usually the older. players don’t 
come in. You can’t go wrong with that attitude.” 

BETWEEN DITKA’S MORE quotable lines (‘‘Walter 
who?’’), he was also heard to say: “‘They’re working hard. 
That’s what | like.” 

The most intriguing arrival of the first week was Harris. 
After 18 months away from football, he got lost only once 
along the circuitous route from Chicago to Platteville. 

He came, he said, because the Bears convinced him 
they wanted him. And he revealed that a lot of the con- 
vincing was done by Vince Tobin. 

“THE FIRST COACH to call me after the Super Bowl 
was Vince Tobin,” said Harris. ‘| never even met Vince 
Tobin.” 

At that point, Harris still wanted to follow Buddy Ryan 
to Philadelphia. But Tobin had broken some ice and a sub- 
sequent meeting with Ditka continued the thaw. 

When a Philadelphia deal fell through, Vainisi invited 
Harris and his father and his agent to Lake Forest for a

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Ditka Will Guide Bears On a New ‘Mission’ 


The 1986 Chicago Bears reported to Platteville, Wiscon- 
sin on July 15 under a stormy and cloudy sky. Was it just 
irony or was it a symbolic start to the season in which many 
stormy moments may evolve? 

The Bears and the weather have something in com- 
mon. . .change. In Chicago changes come frequently, es- 
pecially to the city’s professional sports organizations. 
Look what has happened since the Super Bowl. 

THE BULLS FIRED coach Stan Albeck and hired 
ex-76er Doug Collins. The Cubs took their turn next and 
fired Jim Frey, choosing Gene Michael as his replacement. 
Then the axe fell on the White Sox skipper, Tony LaRus- 
sa, who was on thin ice from spring training anyway. His 
successor is Jim Fregosi who has just begun to unpack 
after a favorable start. If you don’t count Sting coach Wil- 
ly Roy, the Bears’ Mike Ditka is already the senior head 
coach or manager in Chicago as he starts his fifth sea- 
son at the helm. Yes, things do change in a hurry in the 
Windy City. 

To a man, the Bears credited their Super Bowl win to 
“having a mission’”’ which started in Platteville last sum- 
mer. This year the man with a mission must be Mike Dit- 
ka. His mission is to convince the Super Bowl champions 
that repeating as champs is more difficult than winning 
it the first time. 

The reasons why are many. Everybody in the NFL will 
be gunning for the top dog. The Bears won’t sneak up on 
anybody this season, so they'd better be ready. There’s 
something magical about beating the defending champi- 
on in pro football. It’s like beating Notre Dame. Everybody 
loves it except Notre Dame fans. 

DITKA’S TASK IS to see to it that the Bears recapture 
that ‘‘mission’’ attitude quickly in Platteville. He started 
the process at the Bears’ mini-camp when he issued T- 
shirts with the words ‘‘Are You Satisfied’’ stenciled on the 
front. That's exactly the point. A satisfied athlete who is 
content is ripe for a drubbing. Pride in accomplishment 
is one thing, and it’s to be expected, but satisfaction with 
last year must disappear in Platteville. 

Discontent could become a problem. Buddy Ryan is 
gone as the architect of the Bears’ fabulous defense. He 
was the kind of coach the players cussed under their

breath, then cried when he left. That kind of popularity is 
difficult to replace but Vince Tobin should be up to it. His 
job may be more difficult during the week than on Sun- 
days.

Players like Jim McMahon, William Perry, Walter Pay- 
ton and Richard Dent made fortunes in the off-season.

head. Ditka must treat them all the same. They’re highly 
paid working stiffs who haven’t proven anything in.1986. 
Forget the commercials and endorsements and concen- 
trate on the guy in front of you. 

DITKA WILL BE up to the task. He’ll relish it. He was 
never satisfied as a player, and he'll let the players know 
that. As a motivator, Ditka is at the top of the list. It was 
Ditka who preached success to these players when they 
were losing to inferior talent. It was Ditka who motivated 
his coaching staff, encouraging wrinkles instead of con- 
servative football. He cut the veteran Bob Thomas and 
replaced him with rookie Kevin Butler, who didn’t miss an 
extra point and converted 31 of 38 field goal attempts. Now 
the Bears have a reliable kicker for the next decade.

Seeing their heroes in tuxedos instead of helmets and 
shoulder pads, hearing them speak in articulate tones of 
emotion and sensitivity, as opposed to the barking out of 
signals, convinced a charitable gathering of 2,800 fans that 
the greatest NFL stars of 1985 are also All-Pros at reflect- 
ing an image of human kindness. 

The players were the draw, the magnet that lured near- 
ly 3,000 fans to pay $350 per ticket.

This event followed the same format of successful promo- 
tional dinners of past years, but with one significant differ- 
ence in terms of the cast of award winners sitting on the 
dais. 

For this year, the city of Chicago was more than just 
the host for the 25-year old social agency that churns out 
nearly half of its $1.5 million budget through promotional 
functions.

It’s something really nice, a dinner like 
this. We all work to be a champion, but | haven't let any

More humility was expressed from Jim Covert when he 
accepted his award for Offensive Lineman of the Year. 
He accepted it on behalf of his teammates on the line, who 
in unison came together to make the Bears incomparable. 

Linebacker of the Year Mike Singletary, greeted by a 
murmur of barking fans as he reached the podium, 
thanked the crowd and praised the efforts of the BBF for 
its ability to help kids and thanked the fans for their 
support. 

EVEN NEW ENGLAND linebacker Andre Tippett, who 
didn't make a lot of friends in Chicago when he sent Jim 
McMahon to the turf via a 180-degree head first dive in 
the Super Bowl, had Bear fans clapping when he thanked 
the BBF for the chance to visit Chicago under better cir- 
cumstances. 

In a class act, Willie Gault was summoned to the podi- 
um to receive the award presented annually in memory 
of Chicago sportswriter Jack Griffin, and took the oppor- 
tunity to issue a challenge to his NFL colleagues to be- 
come all-out winners in the war against drug and alcohol 
abuse. His remarks earned him applause and proved to 
the awards committee he was a deserving winner for such 
an honor. 

Put the game’s most celebrated stars together for one 
night and you succeed in producing the ultimate victory. 
For through the efforts of these stars and the generosity 
of the audience, the BBF took center stage as a winner 
surrounded by a circle of champions.

PLATTEVILLE, Wi — Running back Walter Payton has 
big plans while the Bears are in London, England prepar- 
ing for their pre-season contest vs. the Cowboys. 

“| want to see the Queen,” Payton told reporters on Me- 
dia Day last week. “I’ve had dinner with the President. 
| want fo see the Queen too.” 

“PLL TRY TO arrange that, said a reporter from Lon- 
don’s Today newspaper. 

This week is one of the most unique in the history of 
NFL training camps, as the Bears prepare to battle the 
Cowboys at Wembley Stadium next Sunday at 12 Noon 
CDT (WMAQ — Channel 5). Compared to the normal train- 
ing camp routine, this week is a breeze for the Bears and 
Cowboys players. Instead of two-a-day practice sessions, 
the teams are only spending two hours a day practicing. 
The rest of the time is spent in press conferences or sight- 
seeing. 

“I really don’t mind that we’re playing a game over here, 


.but it breaks up the training camp routine a bit too much. 


It’s more like a vacation,”’ said head coach Mike Ditka. 

A COUPLE OF months ago, both teams expressed 
some concern about playing a game in London due to 
world-wide terrorism. Most of the players eventually 
warmed to the idea of going overseas, but William Perry 
still isn’t too crazy about the game. 

“Why we couldn’t play the Cowboys in Soldier Field or 
Texas Stadium, | don’t know,” the Fridge said. ‘I’m not 
worried about going. Just that long ride over there just to 
play one game. A pre-season game.” 

Ditka says British football fans will be fascinated as they 
view the contest. Over 80,000 fans are expected to attend 
the game in infamous Wembley Stadium. Forty thousand 
of those fans will be standing! Ditka says they will see 
something much different than the soccer matches which 
are usually played in this grand arena. ~ 

“| THINK WHEN they see our guys hit, they'll be im- 
pressed,”’ Ditka said. ‘They won’t call it soccer, that’s for 
sure. They might call it boxing.” 

Ditka is approaching the game alittle bit differently than 
a usual pre-season opener. He plans to play all of his start- 
ers for at least a quarter, including QB Jim McMahon and 
Payton. Last year, Sweetness said he didn’t want to play 
in the pre-season opener because of a superstition. A few 
years back, he was injured in a pre-season opener. 

“I’m not going to answer that,”’ Payton told reporters 
when asked if he would play in the Cowboys game. “‘He’s 
(Ditka) the boss. | have to do what he says.” 

THE COWBOYS ARE expected to take this game quite 
seriously, considering the Bears blew them off the field 
in a 44-0 whitewash at Texas Stadium last November. 

“What we had here today was a real old-fashioned whip- 
ping,” Dallas head coach Tom Landry said after that con- 
test. Despite the “‘whipping,”’ the Cowboys went on to win 
the NFC East title with a 10-6 record, but lost to the Rams

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It's Bears vs. the World 


PLATTEVILLE, Wi — The first drops of training camp 
sweat were barely dry, and the Bears already had a vil- 
lain on their dartboard. lt was the NFL Players Associa- 
tion, which had the nerve to insist the Julian calendar took 
precedence over the Ditka calendar. 

Coach Mike Ditka‘wanted his troops assembled July 15, 
or 19 days befcre their exhibition game. Never mind the 
NFL's collective bargaining agreement, which says vete- 
rans can't be required in training camp more than 15 days 
before the first exhibition. The CBA doesn’t say anything 
about time off to see Big Ben and Buckingham Palace, 
does it? Ditka was trading his players’ free afternoons for 
a week in London (which was already an extra week of 
training camp) for four extra days of two-a-days at Plat- 
teville. 


WHEN MATT SUHEY and Mike Richardson didn’t show 
up on time — Suhey because of.a misunderstanding over 
his new contract and Richardson because of a misunder- 
standing over the words “July 15’ — Ditka demoted them 
to second-string. The NFLPA emoted that it is improper 
to punish a player for breaking a coach’s rule that breaks 
a league rule. It planned to file a grievance on the play- 
ers’ behalf. 

Ditka didn’t even try to look horrified, although he sti- 
fled his snickers. ‘‘I’m flattered,’’ he said. “‘It’s one of the 
big days in my life.’’ Seriously, folks, Ditka said the union 
would never run the Bears, or the league, for that matter. 
“They have enough trouble running their own organi- 
zation.” 

Suhey was flattered too. it was nice to see the union 
sticking up for players, he said. But between the lines, it 
sounded as if even Suhey would havé preferred the un- 
ion not stick its nose into the Bears’ problems. 

**HE HAS TO DO what he thinks is best for the team,” 
Suhey said. ‘“‘Hopefully, the best players will play.’’ Play- 
er rep Mike Singletary didn’t object, either, calling it spe- 
cia] circumstances. 

So what we had here was a coach, after requiring extra 
work from his players, rallying them to circle the wagons 
against the organization that was trying to protect them. 
Ditka always has been uncanny in his ability to focus his 
team’s attention on a common enemy, real or imagined, 
to motivate them to a fever pitch. But this was different. 
This was not the Packers or the 49ers, or even ABC-TV 
or Pete Rozelle. This ‘was the players’ own union. 

This was a. good sign that Bear players are not looking 
for loopholes in which to rest their 1985 laurels. This was 
a good sign that their tumultuous off-season will do more 
good than harm, bring them together rather than tear them 
apart. Like sailboats, the Bears seem less effective in 
peaceful waters. 

“*| HAVE THE SAME feeling,” Ditka said before camp 
opened. ‘‘But we'll see.” 

It was a busy off-season, filled with highlights Bear 
management did not use in its ticket-sales pitch. From the 
two starters lost for the year to the undue frugality in par- 
celing out Super Bowl spoils, it was an off-season best 
forgotten. It raised a lot of questions to be answered in 
training camp. 

Did any of the players go soft from their life in the fast 
lane of a Super Bowl champ? Did they have time to read 
their playbooks in between reading TV pitches for fast food 
and faster motorcycles? 

THE EARLY RETURNS were promising. The first week 
of camp was conducted in 90°-plus heat. The practice field

felt like the opening of a huge dryer vent. But players were 
passing muster, not passing out. On defense, where they 


had an entirely new playbook, they were not running into 


each other. 

Who will replace wide receiver Dennis McKinnon and 
cornerback Leslie Frazier, whose knee surgeons told them 
to take 1986 off? Will the Bears miss them? 

Reggie Phillips could step in for Frazier without quar- 
terbacks noticing. He was a promising second-round draft 
choice a year ago, and he came to his second camp brim- 
ming with confidence, which is almost as important as 
quick feet for a corner. But the Bears weren't brimming 
with cornerbacks. After Phillips and Richardson, whose 
demotion didn't figure to last long, their only veterans were 
Shaun Gayle and Ken Taylor, both of whom seem more 
suited to play safety. Vestee Jackson was a second-round 
rookie, but he was flirting seriously with the USFL.

AT WIDE RECEIVER, the prospect was both more grave 
and more encouraging. McKinnon was valuable to the 
Bears in the first half of last season. He was their leading 
touchdown-scorer, he was their best blocker at wide 
receiver and his ability at catching passes between the 
hash marks made defenses give his teammates more 
room on the sidelines. But he wasn’t used much in the 
second half, as McKinnon himself angrily pointed out, and 
the Bears still won. Besides, they had quantity in the wings 
at wide receiver, and perhaps quality. 

Ken Margerum filled McKinnon’s place on the depth 
chart. He has started before. He seemed well-recovered 
from 1984 knee surgery. But for going over the middle, 
offensive coordinator Ed Hughes mentioned he liked what 
he saw in Keith Ortego, almost exclusively a punt return- 
er as a rookie last year; and Gordon Jones, a veteran from 
the Bucs and Raiders. Then there were third-year rookie 
David Williams, former Cowboy Doug Donley and even 
Brian Baschnagel, who seems to have been written off but 
has crashed through the handwriting on the wall before. 

Will Neal Anderson ever sign? 

PROBABLY. FIRST-ROUND signings have never been 
slower. Teams have decided not to offer the money they 
paid the last three years, and agents are reluctant to tip 
over the first domino of a downward salary spiral. When 
Anderson does sign, he’ll while away the time waiting for 
Walter Payton to step aside by joining the fray at wide 
receiver. As Hughes put it, going over the middle is easi- 
er than going over the line. 

Can William Perry and Jim McMahon get down to their 
prescribed weights merely by leaving their wallets in their 
lockers? If they can’t, will it matter? 

Perry showed up at 325 pounds, 25 over his limit. For 
him, weight matters only as it relates to endurance. The 
question that remains is whether Perry will push himself 
to get into more than adequate shape, whether he'll be- 
come a great defensive lineman or a one-time national 
phenomenon. McMahon's weight never has seemed to 
have a bearing on his play. But Ditka wants him setting 
an example. There’s a great temptation for a defending 
champion to coast, which is why there have been so few

repeating champions. A team needs leaders to prod it. Dit- 
ka knows he can count on Payton and Mike Singletary, 
“but I’m also thinking of people like Dan Hampton and 
Jim,”” he says. ‘They are leaders. They've provided 
leadership. | just don’t want it to be behind the scenes any- 
more. | want them to be the leaders everybody's going 
to look up to and say, ‘Hey, we're going to do it with these 
people.’ ”’ 

HOW LONG WILL IT be before the three new defen- 
sive coaches and one new offensive coach no longer seem 
like new coaches? On defense, will the players start grum- 
bling about how much better the system was last year if 
things don’t go so well right away? Or will Vince Tobin’s 
way be even better, as Ditka insists? 


The first scrimmage in camp was a good vote for the 


new defense, which stuffed the old offense to the point 
where Ditka was beside himself with rage. It won’t be all 
that much different anyway. It will still be aggressive and 


multiple, and it looks like it will still have four linemen. 

Will the Bears’ week in London turn out to be an attrac- 
tion or a distraction? Which will be more dangerous? In- 
tersquad practices with the Cowboys or international 
unrest? 


By December, London probably will be a faint memory 
that had little to do with the season’s outcome. So will the 
July depth chart that had Suhey and Richardson second- 
string, seven weeks before the first game. The other ques- 
tions are more significant, but they concern Ditka more 
collectively than individually. He’s beginning his fifth year 
as Bear coach, the only person besides George Halas to 
do that, and he has learned there’s only one question that 
really matters.: 

Will the Bears be the first team to win consecutive Su- 
per Bowls in seven years? 

That’s the only reason the other questions matter.

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Montella Is: a Unique Pro Prospect 


Bruce Montella is not easily impressed, even by his own 
weighty accomplishments: As a senior tailback at the 
University of Chicago his 152.4 yards per-game average 
led NCAA Division It rushers. 

He dominated that category from start to finish during 
the Maroons’ 1985 season, and in five of his nine games 
the 5-17, 202-pound Montella racked up more than 175 
yards rushing. 

ALL THIS WAS achieved against the backdrop of a 
tremendously demanding academic schedule at one of the 
most renowned universities in the world. But the revered 
traditions and intellects he came into daily contact with 

— to say nothing of his own performance — - have not 
phased him in the least. 

“It's hard for me to be awed by anything or anybody. 
That's not the kind of person | am,’’ he points out. 

“| mean, | can respect people — and | do have a great 
deal of respect for the people | met at the U of C and for 
the University of Chicago itself — but it's just that I've 
never been one to be awed. The university is impressive 
and so are the peopie | came into contact with, but... . 

“IN OUR CLASSES we learned about discoveries made

by various famous scientists,”’ he goes on. ‘‘And these 
major break-throughs can be basic things that the scien- 
tists just stumbled upon. 

“So many things can be like that,’’ Montella parallels. 
“Somebedy just stumbles upon something and then he 
becomes famous. A\though | do respect him and the fact 
that he was a hard worker and was able to use his intellect. 
| see the big side of it, but a lot of times it’s just kinda be- 
ing at the right place at the right time. 

“When | make appraisals of people, | look to see how 
hard they work, how much effort they put into it — stuff 
like that. | don’t think of people being superior just because 
they're working with things that are intellectual.’’ 

MONTELLA WORKED HARD at Thornton-Fractional 
High School. His grades were extremely good, but he was 
so plagued by injuries as a senior quarterback that, when 
he did play, it was as a running back. 

He was offered zero football scholarships, so when it 
came time to select a college he did so on the basis of 
the best academics with the possibility of football, instead 
of the other way around. He didn’t want to make a col- 
lege team as a walk-on, get injured again and then be 
football-less at a second-rate school academically. 

“) wanted to keep my’options open,”’ reflects the ever- 
pragmatic Montella. 

THAT SAME APPROACH marked his arriving at the de- 
cision of what would finally be his degree major, biologi- 
cai sciences. “When | was a freshman | wasn’t specifically 
interested in biology, but in science generally,” he recalls. 

“| didn’t really have any specific goals in mind. It wasn’t 
until my third year that | decided on biology. One of the 
options | wanted to keep open was going to medical 
school.” 

That particular option has been exercised, for he has 
been accepted by the U of C’s vaunted Pritzker School 
of Medicine. Gee, Joe, that's quite a prestigious medical 
school, isn’t it? 

“WELL,” HE allows, ‘‘that’s what people say.” 

But first there's the matter of seeing whether or not he 
can nail down a spot on the roster of the Super Bowl cham- 
pion Bears, isn’t it exciting to have at least signed a pro 
football contract? 

“Oh, | guess it is;"’ he murmurs. ‘‘But | guess the real 
kick would be if ! made the team. That'd be the real kick. 
| played Division Il and there’s a lot of difference in com- 
petition — going from there all the way up to the pros.” 

Montella is also undergoing a position change, from tail- 
back to defensive back. ‘Those are two big question 
marks for me as a:player,’’ he says. “If those are answered 
right, then | guess |'ll be more excited. And if they're an- 
swered in the negative, then all this just won't be that big 
a deal. | think of the jury as being out on whether I’ll make 
it with the Bears-or not. We'll just have to wait and see.” 

HE’S ALREADY HAD an impact on one situation that’s 
starting to be avercome. When he began at the U of C

he noticed that Maroon football players were dismissed 
as being less than equal to the so-called ‘‘regular’’ stu- 
dents, despite the absence of athletic scholarships. 

Montella Saw the prejudice “my first and second year, 
for sure. My third year, not so much. My fourth year, not 
much at all,”’ he remembers. ‘'! can’t really remember any 
direct confrontations my first two seasons. It was pretty 
much unspoken. 

“| think that my getting accepted to the university’s med- 
ical school kinda, you know, put a quiet to a lot of that 
‘dumb jock’ stuff.” 

BUT NOW HE’S ON to anew challenge. Gone are the 
newspaper headlines that proclaimed ‘Montella is Medi- 
cine for U of C." Gone are the first team Division Three 
All-American honors, the Academic All-American laurels. 


Gone are the comparisons to the U of C’s legendary Jay 
Berwanger, the premier winner of the Heisman Award. 

Gone is the notoriety of being chosen by Sports Iilus- 
trated magazine as its ‘Offensive Back of the Week”’ fol- 
lowing a 305-yard, two-touchdown foray against Knox 
College. Gone is the immediacy of being selected U of 
C team MVP twice. 


Instead he doggedly pursues football glory in the 
genuine big time — the National Football League. But if 
he doesn’t make it, not to worry. There’s always medical 
school, awaiting another career in which to distinguish 
himself. 

Bruce Montella always made sure he’s had a way of 
keeping his options open.

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Offense Finally Posts Win In Scrimmage

PLATTEVILLE, WI — Weil, what do you know? Buddy 
Ryan leaves town and the Bears’ offense finally wins an 
intrasquad scrimmage. 


“The final score doesn’t mean anything,’ coach Mike: 


Ditka said after the offense prevailed, 15-7, at Pioneer 
Stadium on a sultry Saturday afternoon. 

DEFENSES USUALLY control these early-season in- 
termural matches. But Ditka didn’t allow the defense to 
blitz or use any of the multiple sets it had been practicing 
under new defensive coordinator Vince Tobin for the previ- 
ous 10 days. 

“They played a vanilla defense,’’ Ditka said after the 
defense held the offense without a touchdown during the 
61-play session. ‘‘They played a basic 4-3 and 3-4. A line- 
backer could blitz out of the 3-4, but that’s nothing. We 
didn’t let them do what they do best.” 

The offense’s only conventional score came on a pair 
of 27-yard field goals by Kevin Butler, who has no com- 
petition for his job in this camp. ; 

BUT SCRIMMAGES ARE not intended to produce win- 
ners and losers. They are primarily designed to give 
coaches a chance to see what players can do in real com- 
petition. ‘‘| wanted to see the individual matchups,”’’ Dit- 
ka said in explaining why he limited Tobin’s defense. 

And what he saw generally pleased him. It’s early, but 
this is a defense that looks like it plans to lead the NFL 
for the third straight year. 

Richard Dent, the MVP of Super Bowl XX, celebrated 
his new contract by breaking up a screen pass — he 
almost intercepted it — and recording two tackles. Wil- 
liam ‘‘The Refrigerator’ Perry had four tackles. ‘‘We can’t 
block Perry and we can’t block Dent,”’ Ditka said. 

THERE WERE ALSO some encouraging signs in the 
secondary, which expects to play the season without cor- 
nerback Leslie Frazier (knee surgery). Reserve safety 
Shaun Gayle continued to ‘show that he’s a valuable per- 
former, making four unassisted tackles. And after only 
three days of practice, rookie second-round draft choice 
Vestee Jackson continued to show he will press second- 
year man Reggie Phillips for the starting right cornerback 
job. 

Jackson made the day’s only interception. It was wiped 
out by a defensive holding penalty, but the pickoff and 
35-yard return will stick in Ditka’s mind.

“You don’t have to look at him much to know he’s a 
player,”’ Ditka said. ‘‘He’s going to be on the field this 
year.” a 

PERRY, STEVE McMICHAEL and Mike Hartenstine, 
who started for the injured Dan Hampton, each had a quar- 
terback sack. Perry and reserve lineman Henry Waechter 
each had four tackles. Rookie free agent linebacker Gearid 
Taylor from Texas Christian led all tackles with five. 

The newcomer who nade the best impression was 
defensive tackle Don Thorp. The former University of Il- 
linois All-American sat out last season after being cut by 


New Orleans. He was the Saints’ sixth-round draft choice -: 


in 1984. 

“He made a couple of good plays,”” coach Mike Ditka 
said. ‘‘He’s looked good for two weeks. He's a better play- 
er than we thought he was and a better player than any- 
body thought he was.” 

THORP’S FIRST BIG play was stopping running back 
Thomas Sanders in a fourth-and-inches situation. *‘! stuck 
him,” Thorp said. ‘'l just submarined the guard, he was 
there, and | said, ‘Thank you.’ ” 

Then, two plays before the end of the scrimmage, he 
dropped Sanders for a five-yard loss. 

“| had a good time out there,” Thorp said. “I made some 
plays and that’s good. Put me in there when you need a 
big play, and I'll make it.” 

THE BEARS DIDN’T draft a defensive lineman and are 
using Al Harris at linebacker. So Thorp may now have a 
legitimate shot at making the team. 

“I’ve got my 40-yard dash time down to 4.9 and my 
weight up to a solid 270,” Thorp said. ‘‘I’m in the best 
shape of my life.” ; 

One of the few aspects of the scrimmage that disap- 
pointed Ditka was the offensive line. ‘‘Our pass blocking 
wasn’t good, but that’s the last thing to come,” Ditka said. 

THE OFFENSE MOUNTED two sustained drives without 
quarterback Jim McMahon. McMahon re-injured a pulled 
groin muscle three days earlier and Ditka didn’t want to 
risk further injury. 

The crowd of 9,327 got an unexpected treat when Walter 
Payton appeared in the backfield. He usually does not risk 
injury in intrasquad affairs, but the team had only four other 
healthy running backs. “They needed me,” the NFL’s all- 
time leading rusher said. “I couldn’t have slept weil if | 
hadn’t helped out.””

Payton carried twice for 13 yards. Matt Suhey was held 
out under doctor’s orders — he can’t participate in con- 
tact work until Aug. 1. 

SANDERS SHOWED THE instinctive moves that won 
him a roster spot last year and led all rushers with 62 yards 
on 15 carries. A ninth-round pick last year, Sanders will 
have to fight for a spot on the roster, presuming first-round 
Neal Anderson signs. 

“Sanders is a slashing kind of runner,” Ditka says. “He 


‘ does some good things.” 


Dennis Geniry, the No. 2 halfback, carried 10 times for 
27 yards. Calvin Thomas, the No. 2 fullback, carried five 
times for 42 yards. ‘‘I’d like to see him a little lighter,” Dit- 
ka said of Thomas, who weighs 245 pounds. “He did a 
good job. The running backs were good and the quarter- 
backs were good,”’ Ditka said. 

STEVE FULLER TOOK the first turn at quarterback and 
completed 3 of 6 for 49 yards. He teamed up with split 
end Willie Gault for a 37-yard completion, the day's lon- 
gest gain. Mike Tomczak, who seems secure in his role 
as the No. 3 quarterback, completed 3 of 7 for 37 yards. 
Rookie free agent Jeff Miller from Indiana State.was 1 of 
3 for 15 yards. 

Ditka hoped to escape without any injuries, but the 
Bears didn’t. Brian Cabral, the backup middle lineback- 
er, dislocated his left shoulder. And Marvin Ayers, a rookie 
free agent defensive end from Grambling, sprained an 
ankle. 

But as the Bears departed for London Sunday night, Dit- 
ka was pleased with the first two weeks of training camp. 
“lm happy,” he said. ‘‘We’re going to London, see the 
Queen, come home and piay football.”

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Maness Fails Drug Test At Mini-Camp

Wide receiver James Maness had already been given 
a stern warning by the Bears: one more positive test for 
cocaine, and his career with the Chicago club would be 
history. 

A day before the May mini-camp opened at the Bears’ 
Lake Forest facility, Maness told reporters he had learned 
a hard lesson by doing drugs last season, and had finally 
kicked the cocaine habit. His addiction to drugs had cost 
him a chance to play in the Super Bowl, the $64,000 all 
of his teammates received for winning the Super Bowl, 
and a Super Bow! ring. ’ 

IT APPEARED MANESS was on his way to reinstate- 
ment with the club as he went through the workouts of 
the mini-camp. But a day before the camp ended, the club 
announced Maness had tested positive for cocaine and 
would be waived immediately. 

Maness, a 1985 second-round draft choice out of Texas
